London, Dec. 30.— El Liberal, of Ma- 
drid, publishes an interview with Senor 
Sagasta, the Liberal leader, in which he 
is quoted as saying that Spain has the 
sympathy of Europe in maintaining her 
sovereignty in Cuba, but that Europe 
desires the establishment of reforms in 
that island. Senor Sagasta is also quoted 
fis saying that he believes Senor Cano- 
vas del Castillo is only waiting for 
a reply from Captain-General VVeyler to 
the effect that he has cleared the prov- 
ince of Pinar del Rio of insurgents in 
order to grant reforms which will be fol- 
lowed by autonomy. Continuing, Senor 
Sagasta declared that Captain-General 
Wcylcr is hinieelf an obstacle to 
the pacification of Cuba, as he 
is impotent to quell the rebellion, add- 
ing: " Diplomacy is more able to se- 
cure peace than "force of arniB. The 
vacillation of the government and waste 
of time is exhausting the resources of 
the country. Tho Liberal programme 
concedes immediately the most ample 
constitutional tarilf reforms." 

The Madrid correspondent of the 
Standard says there is much agitation in 
political and military circles where the 
tide is setting against Captain General 
Weyler, who it is expected will be 
speedily recalled unless he gains striking 
successes. The government has author- 
ized General Poliavicja, captain general 
of the Philippines, to borrow several 
million dollars from the banks of Manila 
and Hongkong to continue the campaign 
until the Cortes meet. 

A Times dispatch from Calcutta re- 
ports that there have been rains varying 
from one half to one and one half inches 
over a wido area and a heavy enow fall 
in the western Himalaya region, which 
is expected to produce rain in upper 
India. 

A St. rctorsburg dispatch to the 
Times points out as a peaceful omen that 
the Russian budgets for war and marine 
in 1897 show no extra warlike credits. 

The Times Berlin correspondent re- 
cords the extreme irritation manifested 
by the business men that the regulations 
for the stock and produce exchanges in- 
. yolved in the Bourse bill and coming 
into operation with the New Year, were 
only published thirty-six hours before 
the" end of the year. " The whole of the 
regulations," "says the TimeB corre- 
spondent, " are pervaded by a 
drill sergeant spirit of an acutely 
galling character, The measure is a 
gigantic experiment, instituted in the 
hope of satisfying the demand of the 
agrarians, but its prospects are not rosy. 
The Produce exchange at Halle has al- 
ready been dissolved, and the Stettin 
and Brunswick exchanges have 
decided to creaje free associations 
to replace the bourses. Everything 
points' to a struggle between the 
government and the commercial 
community, and it is not unlikely 
that the government will soon regret 
yielding to the agrarian claims. The 
members of the Berlin bourEe, at a meet- 
ing to-night attended by all of the linns 
interested in the grain trade, unani- 
mously decided to establish a new pri- 
vate organization, despite the difficul- 
ties raised by the government. It is ex- 
pected that the rape oil and spirit mar- 
kets will follow suit. 

The corn exchanges of Berlin and 
Stettin, Germany, have decided to sus- 
pend business as a protest against 
the new law prohibiting speculations in 
futures. 

An explosion of dynamite took place 
to-day on board the British ship Delta, 
iu Plymouth harbor. The vessel had '10 
men on board, but only two oLthem lost 
their lives. 

A Daily News despatch from Odessa 
reports that Caucasian brigands have 
raided a lot of government magazines 
and secured largequantities of arms and 
ammunition. 

Joseph A. Springer, U.S. vice consul- 
general in Cuba, leaves for tho United 
States on tlio steamer Olivette. By the 
Bteamer Santiago there will be sent to 
Chafarinas sixty prisoners and to Fer- 
nando nine cattle thieves and fifty-five 
nanigoes. Two brothers, named Fer- 
nando and Arnido Pino, negroes and 
uaturalized Americans, and Tomaso Am- 
mala, of Colombia, have been expelled 
from tho island.

DROPPED THROUGH A BRIDGE 

Twenty-four Victims of an Accident to nn 
Alabama Railway Train. 

St. Louis, Dec. 30.— A special to the 
Republic from Birmingham, Ala., says: 
The death list from the wreck atCahaba 
river, whereby a Birmingham Mineral 
railroad train dropped through a bridge 
110 feet high on the Southern railroad, 
has grown to twenty-four. This includes 
the death of W. D. Rast, a bridge fore- 
man, who was killed in a second wreck, 
which resulted from a collision of con- 
struction trains at tho scene of the first 
disaster, six hours after the bridge dis- 
aster. 

Twenty-one bodieB were taken from 
the Cahaba river, and Einco then it haB 
been ascertained that S. W. Tibbs and 
wife, who boarded tho ill-fated train at 
Guerney for Adger, are missing. Tibbs 
and his wife had been on a visit to the 
latter's father, residing near Guerney, 
They went to Guerney early yesterday 
morning and boarded the train. Since 
then nothing has been seen or heard of 
them, so far as can bo ascertained 
Their bodies were not found in the 
wreck, and their absence can only be 
accounted for by the fact that they must 
have been burned up in the wreck. 

Andrew Bryson, of Blocton, one of the 
injured passengers, died at the hospital 
in this city to-night. He was frightfully 
mangled. When the train made tho 
plunge Bryson was caught between the 
limbs of a tree about twenty-live feet 
above the river bed. Flames from tho 
burnt cars below brought him to a con- 
sciousness of his perilous position. He 
was extricated and fell into the river in 
two feet of water. Ho then pulled him- 
self underneath a large rock and, pro- 
tected to some extent by the running 
water, eecaped the flames.

Prendergast, member for the Manitoba 
legislature, haB tendered his resignation 
for St. Boniface constituency. Ho has 
been a member of the Legislature for 
several parliaments. There will be sev- 
eral aspirants for the vacancy.

Prendergast is a Liberal, but opposed 
the Green way government on the separ- 
ate Bchool question until the recent set- 
tlement was effected.

The Premier Contends That He Had Kept

Montreal, Dec. 30.— The Laurier ban- 
quet this evening was largely attended 
by Liberals, including Houb. R. W. 
Scott, W. S. Fielding, Sidney Fisher, Sir 
II. G. Joly, J. Israel Tarte, Thomas 
Grcenway, W. Paterson, Sir Richard 
Cartwright, Dr. Borden, L. H. Davies, 
W. Mulock, . C. A. Geoffrion, Sen- 
ator Power, and Senator Thibaudeau. 
Hon. Mr. Laurier spoke for over an hour 
in French. He said the government had 
kept good faith in settling the Manitoba 
school question. Ho was, however, 
compelled to acknowledge that the con- 
cessions frofii the Manitoba government 
did not appear sufficient to "tho high- 
est authority which we Roman Catholics 
are accustomed to revere, and which I 
revere even when I don't see in politics 
exactly as they do." He maintained 
that the concessions were more than 
were askrd for by Sir Donald A. Smith's 
commisaiun. 



NO MISCARRIAGE OF JUSTICE. 

The Powers Taking Precautions to Secure 
the Trial of Mazhav Bey. 

Constantinople, Dec. 30. — The Porto 
has granted the demand of the envoys of 
France and Italy that their dragomans 
be present at the trial of Mazhav Bey, 
charged with being responsible for the 
murder of Father Salvatore, an Italian 
prieBt, who was killed in tho convent of 
Jenidjekele at Maras in Marcli 1895, by 
Turkisli troops commanded by Mazhav 
Bey. Italy demands the punishment of 
Mazhav Bey, and the Turkish govern- 
ment has promised to put him on trial, 
but the representatives of the powers 
suspect there will be nothing more than 
a farce. Some days ago when it was 
proposed to include Mazhav Bey in tho 
general amnesty, the French and Italian 
envoy requested their governments to 
send fleets to Alexandria, in view of 
this possible miscarriage of justice, 
which Italy and France are resolved at 
all hazards shall not happen.

A great deal of interest will be taken 
ia the Cham plain election trial, because 
in this particular case the charge of tin- 
due clerical influenco is to be sbifted by 
the courts. During the lato contest the 
accusation was frequently made in On- 
tario that the bishops and clergy were 
on the war path, and were bent upon 
defeating Liberal candidates, not through 
the ordinary method of expreesing opin- 
ions, but by launching maledictions at 
such voters aa should dare to approve 
of the Liberal programme. There was 
certainly evidence that the church had 
decided views on one of the questions of 
the day. TheBe views wero voiced in 
the mandement. But they did not diner 
from the Liberal policy. 'As a matter of 
fact, the Liberal candidates applauded 
them, and Mr. G. VV. Eosa went espe- 
cially to Quebec to deliver a speech 
plainly indicating that they were par- 
ticipated in by himself and the Ontario 
Reformers. 

The position was simply this: By the 
Liberals, notably by Mr. Israel Tarto, 
the clerics had "been attacked for having 
failed to take political action with re- 
spect to the Alanitoba question, moro 
especially during the contest of 1S91. 
By the same men they were urged to 
speak in 1890. A large deputation of 
Liberal members waited upon Mgr. 
Tiegin at Quebec to request him, as the 
representative of tho Cardinal, to 
fulminate in the Liberal inter- 
ests. The bishopa did give an 
opinion in their mandement, which 
mandement all the Liberal can- 
didates adopted as the direct voicing of 
their policy and their intentions. But, 
while the position of the bishops was 
well understood, there was nothing 
further than the election reports, used 
for party purposes in Ontario, to show- 
that any ecclesiastics had exceeded the 
right to express an opinion — a right to 
which every citizen is entitled. 

In tho Champlain case, however, tho 
charge of excessive action is laid. It is 
alleged that tho Bishop of Three Rivers 
and several of his cures went beyond the 
mandement, departed from tho course 
pursued elsewhere, actively interfered 
in politics, exercised undue influence on 
the side of the Conservative nominee, 
and intimated the voters by threaten- 
ing them with spiritual terrors. This 
case raises an old question— one which 
was really settled in favor of the 
freo exercise of the franchise many 
years ago. There are two ecclesiastical 
schools in the province of Quebec. One, 
which is not governed at all by 'party 
consideiations or political names, stands 
for electoral liberty. It maintains that 
the voter haa a franchise which he must 
exercise, wittout coercion .as well as 
without corruption, in behalf of good 
government as he understands it. 
The other restricts the liberty 
of the elector and requires him 
to accept in respect of issues 
which are regarded as mixed — that is 
to say, that are pronounced to be partly 
secular and partly spiritual— the dictum 
of the ecclesiastical body. For a long 
time the latter school had everything its 
own way. Its views were undisputed; 
Buch action as was taken in virtue of its 
principles was legal. In the earlier 
seventies, however, a case of clerical in- 
terference, accompanied by intimida- 
tion, reached the courts, and entirely 
changed the face of affairs. 

It was claimed that the threat uttered 
from the pulpit to influence an election, 
the attempt to direct the voters by the 
awakening of fears as to the future, was 
contrary to our law ; and by tho courts 
one after the other, from the lowest 
tribunal to the highest, this claim was 
declared to be just and valid. Canada 
to-day recognizes and defends the right 
of every citizen to vote as he pleases ; the 
right of every citizen, ecclesiastical or 
lay, to speak and to reason on behalf of 
such principle, party or candidate as 
may be most acceptable to him ; but the 
influencing of the electorate by threats 
is not tolerated by our law; nor, indeed, 
can it be permitted on Canadian soil. 



of low gaade ore and some high grade, 
and so far the property meets tho expec- 
tations of the company.

A diamond drill is at work on the Sil- 
ver Queen, adjoining the Hall MincB, 
and iudications look favorable for a 
strike. Mr. Fred Stone has the con- 
tract for 1,000 feet of drilling, and he 
expects to strike the same class of ore 
that has been found in the Kootenay 
Bonanza. 



NOTES FROM NELSON. 

Mining Development in the Lost, Sprouie 
and Falls Creek Districts-Captain 
Clive Phillips- Woolley. 

[From the Nelson Miner.) 

William Archer, of Now York, vice- 
president of the Lost Creek Development 
Company, said to a representative of 
The Miner that he was here with a view 
oi starting the work of developmentearly 
in the spring. There has been a 100 
foot tunnel run in the Montreal and 00 
feet in the Annie. Mr. Archer is a 
director in the company owning the 
hydraulic placers from Wanota to Four- 
teen-Mile creek, and says that work on 
them is expected to be resumed as soon 
as spring opens. 

The new electric light company has 
been practically formed, $11,000 of a 
capital stock of $20,000 having been sub- 
scribed. Tho work of construction will 
be commenced as soon as the water 
rights have been secured from the gov- 
ernment. The company will order one 
5,000 light machine, sten up and step 
down transformer, long distance system 
that will supply 2,200 volts in town ; 
also one 50-light arc machine. Dower 
will be supplied during the daytime for 
motors, cooking and heating at the rate 
of three mills per ampere per hour. 

Considerable work lias been done on 
the properties in Sprouie and Falls 
creek districts. One tunnel of 30 feet 
has beon driven on tho Wetasqui win 
claim, and there will be one tunnel of 
■10 feet driven on the I'anther claim, and 
also one shaft on the Ranger claim. All 
these claims are looking lirstrate. They 
are situated on a 20-foot ledge of free 
milling gold quartz. Assays so far have 
been ranging from $5 to $30. 

R. Shiell, from the Whitewater dis- 
trict, says tho Whitewater mine ia im- 
proving as it goes down. The Welling- 
ton is employing about 25 men and 
shipping about two cars per week. 
Assays average about $500. The com- 
pany is about to open up the Ottawa, 
a claim adjoining tiie Wellington. The 
Charleston has six men at work and be- 
tween $0,000 and $7,000 has been spent 
in tunnels. Some of the carbonates 
runs as high as 4,500 ounces. In the 
Lone Star mineral claim a crosscut tun- 
nel is being run, and Manager Shiell ex- 
pects to strike the lead in a little while. 
The mine is getting lino indications and 
expects to be a shipper in tho spring. 

The Exchequer company is working' 
two shills on its mine on Toad mount- 
ain. The last assay is said to run $78 in 
gold. They are taking out a good deal 



NEWARK IN DARKNESS. 

Fire Destroys the Dynamo Building of the 
Newark Light, Heat and Power 
Company. 

Nbw York, Dec. 29. — Fire swept 
through the dynamo building of tho 
Newark Light, Heat and Power Com- 
pany, on tho Passaic river to-night and 
the city was plunged in total darkness. 
All the streets and stores which depend 
upon the electric power for their light 
wero cut off. Very few of these 
were supplied in any way with 
gas light. Thoso manufacturing 
houses which depend upon the 
power of the electric company will 
not be able to start up again until to- 
morrow or the following day. In the 
building which was destroyed were 37 
dynamos. The fire started in the big 
switchboard from which radiated the 
over line of street, commercial and 
house lighting of tho city. Leo Gamp, 
foreman of the dynamo room, was mani- 
pulating tho switchboard when tho blaze 
started. The power house was totally 
destroyed, and with it probably the 
great majority of tho dynamos. The 
loss will not fall far short of $175,000. 



THE RETAIL MARKETS. 

After the Christmas Rush Comes the Calm 
—Current Quotations. 

After the rush and bustle of the 
Chriemas season there is little doing in 
the stores just at present. By the lead- 
ing grocers the holiday trade is reported 
as never having been better than this 
year, although the smaller establish- 
ments for some reason or other found 
the case reversed. Meat at present 
shows an upward tendency; it has al- 
ready advanced a point or two with the 
wholesalers and it is expected that the 
change will soon he felt by the consum- 
ers as well. A consignment of frozen 
Eastern pork came to hand during tho 
week just ended, being the second "ship- 
ment of the kind received this season. 
It is of course handled through the cold 
storage, and the mild weather of the 
past few days has naturally been very 
trying to it. The weather, so unsatisfac- 
tory to tho importation of meat, has, 
however, cheapened fresh eggs, thev 
being at present quoted at -10 cents with 
every indication that still lower prices 
will soon prevail.

Vancouver's Municipal League— Min- 
ing in Kootenay— Proposed Smel- 
ter at the Terminal City. 



Presentation to Rev. H. II. Gowen— 
Housebreaking at Nanaimo— 
Scow Life. 



(Special to the Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Dec. '80. — Mr. Fred. G. 
McOullough, lately in the employment 
of Mr. Robert Clark of Carrall street, 
who was taken ill with an affection of 
the lungs on .Saturday died on Sunday. 
He wub a member of the Vancouver 
Operatic & Dramatic Society. Mr. Mc- 
Cullough was a great favorite with all 
who knew him. 

Mr. C. D. Taprell, manager of the 
Hotel Vancouver, has been presented 
with a cane by some of the guests of the 
house. The cane supplied by Mr. G. E 
Trorey, is made of wood taken from the 
pioneer steamer Beaver, surmounted 
with a very handsome gold head, on 
which is engraved " Presented to C. D. 
Taprell by a few Commercial Travellers, 
Xrnag, 1896." 

A freight train which left Vancouver 
on Saturday met with a slight accident 
near North bend, several e.irs being de- 
railed. Very little damage was done, 
and no one was hurt, the delay to traffic 
only being for a very short time. 

A meeting of the muicipal league of 
Ward 1 was held on Monday evening in 
the band room at the Market hall. The 
nominations for the vacant positions 
were made and an address delivered by 
Alderman Ban field, chairman ot the 
finance committee and candidate for the 
Mayoralty. A public meeting of the 
electors will bo held in the Market hall 
on Saturday evening when the nomina- 
tions will be ratified. 

Mr. R. Marpole, superintendent of the 
Pacific division of the C.P.R., was in the 
city yesterday, leaving in his private 
car by the Eastbound train. Air. Mar- 
pole has recently returned from Mon- 
treal, whither he went on business con- 
nected with the proposed purchase of 
the boats of the Columbia «fc Kootenay 
Navigation Company, plying between 
Revelstoke and Nelson. Mr. Marpole 
expressed himself to a Colonist reporter 
as being fully alive to the importance to 
the C.P.R. of securing the best possible 
means of communication with the 
Kootenay country, and says that the 
volume of business being done with the 
mining cities exceeds even bis highest 
expectations, although be has always 
realized the possibilities of that region. 

The car leaving Westminster at eight 
o'clock yesterduy morning met with a 
alight accident, running off the switch 
at Central Park crossing. No one was 
injured, and a flfteen-rnmiite delay was 
the only result. 

The members of the local Masonic 
lodges held their annual banquet at the 
Hotel Vancouver last night, when about 
150 members were present. Mount 
Hermon, Cascade and Acacia lodges 
participated, and a royal good time was 
enjoyed. Mr. Lacey R. Johnson re- 
sponded to the toast of the Grand 
Lodge, and the ''Newly-installed Offi- 
cers" called forth speeches from Messrs. 
Cowperlhwaite, Henderson and Charles 
Wilson, and Revs. H. C. Mason and L. 
N. Tucker. 

At the meeting of the city council on 
Monday night a communication was 
read from Professor Hill-Tout requesting 
that the Public Library act, lSyi, be put 
in force. After some discussion, the 
question of placing a by-law before the 
people vesting the control of the library 
in an independent board was referred to 
the finance committee. It is probable 
more will be heard of the matter during 
the municipal campaign. 

Tramps sleeping in box cars in the C. 
P.R. yards were complained of by the 
master mechanic, and the Chief of Police 
stated that five tramps had been arrest- 
ed for that offence on Sunday night. 

Lieut. -Col. Townley has written sug- 
gesting that the city council express 
themselves favorably to an amendment 
being made in the law permitting ex- 
emption from poll tax in favor of active 
members of the militia force. The mat- 
ter was referred to the finance commit- 
tee. 

The hold-up scare has been the sub- 
ject of inquiry in the city council as to 
the activity of the police force, the chair- 
man of the committee stating that he 
thought the scare would soon be over as 
several detectives bad been employed 
and the chief waB in communication 
with the detective acencies in the citv. 
The members of the chain gang are to be 
worked harder, 'and will probably be put 
to breaking stone, an impression being 
held that the easy times they had were 
calculated to induce them lo stay in the 
city rather than leave. A motion that 
a reward of $100 be offered for the detec- 
tion of a highwayman found no seconder 
nnd was withdrawn. Aid. Coidwell 
stated that half of the alleged cases of 
holdups had proved to be " fakes," and 
that it was intended to punish those 
who had spread false tales around the 
city. Aid. Brown thought too much had 
been made of the matter, and said that 
a similar Btate of things existed in other 
cities, instancing Jack the Ripper in 
London as a case in point. 

The negotiations looking towards the 
erection of a smelter here are proceeding 
satisfactorily, one of the principals being 
in New Vork upon necessary business. 

The first general meeting of the Occi- 
dental Mining and Milling Company has 
taken place here. The actions of the 
provincial trustees were confirmed and 
the following trustees were elected : 
Messrs. II. T. Sbelton, J. A. Eraser, 
H. W. Findley, and A. J. McKay. 
The sale of a limited number of treas- 
ury shares at 10 cents a share was auth- 
orised, the proceeds to be applied in con- 
tinuing development work on the com- 
pany's Mayflower claim. The shaft on 
this claim is down 60 feet with excellent 
results. The prospects of the Occidental 
company look particularly bright. The 
ore of the Mayflower at 50 feet runs from 
.flO to nearly $100 a ton. There are three 
clainiB situated in Eairview, all free 
milling propositions. 

A great crowd of people gathered on 
Hastings street yesterday attracted by 
the fact of the chain gang being engaged 
clearing up some of the vacant lots. The 
work was of a harder nature than the 
g?. rig had ever before been compelled to 
perform, and it is hoped the efi'ect will 
be to rid the city of undesirable residents 
who have looked upon the dutiea of the 



chain gr.rg ns not to be feared in ex- 
change for the board and lodging which 
accompanies it. 

W. Arthur Woodward, editor of Pear- 
son's ' Weekly, London, is staying at 
Hotel Vancouver. He is accompanied 
by W. A. Currie, a mining expert. The 
object of his trip is to secure informa 
tioii in regard to l he mineral wealth of 
the province for the magazine with 
which he is connected. Mr. Woodward 
is being taken in hand by several pro- 
minent business men and is gathering 
many valuable facts. 

At the usual meeting of the Civic Fin- 
ancial Committee yesterday afternoon, 
it was decided to recommend a change 
in the law, entitling all active members 
of the militia to exemption from the 
poll tax. 

Four vags were before the poiiee 
magistrate yesterday, three of them be- 
ing" remanded and" the fourth given 
three months. 

A meeting of the electors of Ward 5 
was held last night and nominations of 
candidates for aldermen made, the re- 
sult being the choice of Messrs. McRae 
and McDonald. Alderman Bethune an- 
nounced that he had decided not to con- 
test the ward, and the other representa- 
tive, Alderman Coidwell, received 11 
votes as against 1-1 for Mr. McDonald, 
the second choice for candidate. 

Rev. H. B. Turner, who met with a 
serious accident some time ago near 
Lytton, by falhng from a train, and who 
has been an inmate of St. Luke's Home 
ever Bince, has sufficiently recovered to 
be able to get out, and is now on a fair 
road to complite restoration. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminsteb, Dec. 30. — An 
alarm of fire from a wooden building 
near the Queen's hotel called out the 
lire brigade on Monday afternoon, hut 
their services were not required, the 
flames being extinguished with a few 
buckets of water. 

Rev. H. H. Gowen preached a very 
impressivo and affecting sermon as a 
farewell to his parishioners in St. Bar- 
nabas church on Sunday, referring prin- 
cipally to the work during his pastorate 
and expressing the hope that it would 
bo continued in good hands and added 
to by those who would succeed him. The 
largest congregation ever seen in the 
church listened attentively to every word 
of the masterly sermon, and regret that 
Mr. Gowen's connection with St. Bar- 
nabas church was severed was apparent 
everywhere. Mr. Gowen has the best 
wishes of his friends in New Westmin- 
ster to accompany him to his new field 
of labor. 

Rev. H. H. Gowen left for Seattle this 
morning, a, large number of friends and 
parishioners having assembled to bid 
good-bye to him and his wife. Mr. 
Gowen was presented with a purse on 
Tuesday evening, the presentation being 
made by Mr. Aulay Morrison, M.P,, on 
behalf of the donors. The gift was ac- 
knowledged in a fitting manner by Mr. 
Gowen. A presentation was also made 
to the reverend gentleman by the Prot- 
estant members of the penitentiary staff, 
in the shape of a silk umbrella mounted 
with a gold handle and suitably en- 
graved. 

The funeral of the late Mr. W. Arthur 
.Tones, which was attended with military 
honors, was very largely attended by the 
sorrowing friends of the deceased young 
man, who was a general favorite. 

Another performance of the comic 
opera Little Duke was given last night 
in Herring's opera house. The company 
will most likely visit the Terminal City 
and give a performance in the opera 
house, inducements having been held 
out to them to do so. 

The market is being held here to-day 
on account of Friday being a public 
holiday. Theie is a good supply of all 
kinds of prjduce. 

Sergeant J. M. Langley and Constable 
J. J. McKenna brought down from Kam- 
loops yesterday thirteen prisoners, for 
whom the accommodation in the jail at 
the Inland Capital was insufficient. 
Two Indians were also brought down 
from Yale. 

Not the least interesting information 
obtained by the census enumeration is 
the disclosure of the fact that sixty in- 
habited scows are now on the Eraser 
river within the city limits.

separate entities. . . . We shall 
presently deal with that finding, but as- 
suming it for the present to be true, that 
asserting the over-taxation of Ireland 
must necessarily be admitted. To ar- 
rive at a conclusion on this point it is 
only necessary to find out, lirst, the 
relative taxable capacity of Ireland, and 
secondly, the amounts contributed in the 
shape of taxation, by Great Britain and 
Ireland respectively. As to the former 
matter, the materials available, it iBsaid, 
enable one to arrive only at an approxi- 
mation of the truth. Granted; but 
when half-a-dozen or a dozen different 
tests are applied and all point in the 
same direction, it is the merest trifling 
to profess to have any doubts as to what 

is the truth, 

Again, some doubt has existed as to 
the amount of revenuo actually con- 
tributed by Ireland. But there can no 
longer be any reasonable doubt on this 
point. So much is admitted even by 
Sir Thomas Sutherland. "So much 
trouble," he says, " has been taken re- 
cently by the revenue authorities to es- 
timate the duties derived from Great 
Britain and Ireland respectively that a 
fair assurance of the reliable character 
of these estimates, as estimates, may be 
entertained. But if we have ascertained 
the relative taxable capacity and the 
actual taxation of Iroland, the alleged 
over-taxation is but a necessary infer- 
ence of arithmetic." 

Mr. Clancy discusses each of the find- 
ings of the commission, with the objec- 
tions that have been raised against 
them, and points out that the separate 
report presented by Sir David Barbour 
does not differ in any essential respect 
from that of the majority. He alludes 
to the plans that have been suggested 
for the remedy of the financial grievance 
of Ireland, and declares that at the next 
session of Parliament the Government 
will be called upon to adopt some plan 
to remedy the existing state of thingB. 
As our readers will have seen, Mr. Clancy 
speaks warmly from the point of view of 
an Irishman, but his article will be 
found worthy the attention of anyon'o 
who wishes to form an intelligent opin- 
ion on the question he discusses. 



THE FINANCIAL GBIEYANCE. 

An Irish member of parliament, Mr. 
J. J. Clancy, has written a paper, which 
was published in the December number 
of the Nineteenth Century, on the Fi- 
nancial Grievance of Ireland. He con- 
tends that Ireland iB greatly overtaxed, 
and declares that Irishmen of all classes 
. and creeds and of every shade of political 
opinion are united in their determination 
to obtain a removal of the excessive bur- 
dens they are now called upon to bear. 
In proof of the justice of their cause he 
adduceB the conclusions of the Financial 
delations Commission, which has lately 
brought in a report concerning the com- 
parative amounts contributed to the 
treasury by Great Britain and Ireland 
and the circumstances under which they 
vere paid. The writer directs attention 
to the constitution of the Commission 
for the purpose of showing that it would 
lie impossible to obtain from it a judg- 
ment unduly favorable to Ireland, and 
of showing that the British members 
were peculiarly fitted for the work they 
were called upon to undertake. Mr. 
Clancy says : 

Indeed it may be said, without any 
disparagement whatever to the Irish 
commissioners, that British interests 
were better represented than the inter- 
ests of Ireland, for no Irish commissioner 
possessed the expert knowledge which 
comes and only can come of such length- 
ened official experience as that of Mr. 
Cliilders, Lord Fairer. Lord Welby, Sir 
Robert Hamilton, Sir David Barbour 
and Mr, Currie. 

There were on the commission eight 
members from England and Scotland 
Of these two, Mr. Childers and Sir Rob- 
ert Hamilton, died before the report was 
presented, and two others, Mr. Barbour 
and Sir Thomas Sutherland, dissented 
from the majority. Mr. Clancy says 
that both Mr. Childers and Sir Robert 
Hamilton would certainly, if they had 
lived, have agreed with the findings of 
the commission, which were concurred 
in by all the Irish and the four British 
members. These findings were live in 
number, and were aa follows: 

That Great Britain and Ireland must, 
for the purpose of this enquiry, be con- 
sidered as separate entities. 

That the Act of Union imposed upon 
Ireland a burden which, as events 
showed, she was unable to bear. 

That the increase of taxation laid upon 
Ireland between 1853 and 1800 was not 
justified by existing circumstances. 

That identity of taxation does not 
necessarilv involve equality of burden. 

That whilst the actual tax revenue of 
Ireland is about one-eleventh of that of 
Great Britian, the relative taxable capa- 
city of Ireland is very much Bmaller, and 
is not estimated by any of us as exceed 
ing one-twentieth. 

After pointing out that British Btates 
men of all parties have always refused 
to acknowledge that Ireland lias ever 
suffered any injustice in the matter of 
taxation, Mr. Clancy goes on to say : 

At laBt an authoritative declaration 
lias been made that Ireland has, at all 
events for the last forty years been 
grossly over-taxed and that at, present 
the over-taxation amounts to at least a 
sum approaching three millions sterling. 

The writer inveighs against the injus- 
tice of bucIi a state of things and pointB 
out the great improvement that result 
to the condition of Ireland from the wise 
expenditure among the people of so 
great a sum of money. He goes on to 
eay: 

One great result of the work of the 
Financial Relations Commission is, as 
lias been said, that the controversy as to 
the facts of the financial grievance of 
Ireland may be said to be ended. ■ ■ 
• • • The truth is, controversy aa to 
t he facts is and has been impossible if we 
are to assume the truth of 
the first of the findings of the 
commission— viz., that Great Brit- 
ain aud Ireland are to be treated as 



to to oust the present Government on 
Dominion political lines, it is quite evi- 
dent that the object of all this pro- 
phesying is to create an impression in 
the minds of she people generally that 
what it desires to see accomplished must 
inevitably eniue. In other words the 
wish is father to the thought. Notwith- 
standing, however, all this talk and the 
many references to incompetency, mis- 
management, monopolistic control, etc., 
which adorn the editorial columns, the 
credit of British Columbia still continues 
to go up, and from 85, at which the first in- 
scribed stock of the Province sold on 
the market iu 1891, it haB risen and 
stands to-day at 103. Now, if the many 
charges that are being made, vague and 
indefinite us they are, were in any sense 
true, the financial men of London, Eng- 
gland, who arc accurately informed on 
all matters which affect the credit 
of a country, would not display such 
confidence in Provincial securities, be- 
cause it is their business to watch closely 
the condition of finance. So far the an- 
ticipations that were made in the bud- 
get speech of last year have been real- 
ized. Revenue has been steadily im- 
proving, and the prediction that in a 
short time expenditure will be kept 
within the receipts is likely to be ful- 
filled. 

The characteristic feature of the criti- 
cism to which we refer is that while 
much is said, nothing is proved. There 
are many vague and indefinite state- 
ment made, but nothing of an explicit 
character is pointed out, and practically 
the wiiolo programme is one of abuse. 
It is the easiest thing in the world for 
writers to indulge in vague generalities, 
but it is a vastly different thing— and it 
is what the public require— to substan- 
tiate their case by facts and figures. 



PROTECTION IN ENGLAND. 

Some days since the Protectionists ol 
Great Britain held a conference in Lon- 
don, at which many of the speakers 
came out plainly and flat-footedly for 
fair and square protection, as necessary 
to the welfaro of the British people. 
The President. Sir James Lowther, com- 
plained that between 2,500,000 and 
3,000,000 acres of land had been elbowed 
out of cereal production in England for 
£130,000,000 worth of imports, most of 
which might be produced at home. 
He urged the imposition of a 
5 per cent, duty on wheat, which 
would, he contended, only raise the 
price of wheat, three and ninepence 
halfpenny a year for a full grown 
man. Statistics were presented to prove 
the need of protection, not alone for the 
British farmer, but for the British manu- 
facturer. In this connection it was 
pointed out that German manufacturers 
were, under the existing free trade 
policy, making such inroads upon British 
trade that there was nothing for the 
English workingman to do but to dig 
bis own grave, using a foreign made 
spade for the purpose and then to be 
buried in a coffin made in Germany or 
some other foreign country. 

Lord Mashain, in a speech which fair- 
ly bristled with statistics, showed that 
British export trade had not increased 
during the last thirty years, while the 
foreign trade of Germany had been aug- 
mented by upwards of £175,000,000. It 
is thus seen that in less than fifty years 
the principles of the Cobden Club have 
proved themselves to bo impracticable 
even in Great Britain, with all the ad 
vantages which she possesses, and at the 
next elections it is more than probable 
that the subject of protection will be a pro- 
minent issue which the electors will be 
called upon to consider. Facts are, in- 
deed', stubborn things, and it is not to 
bo wondered at that an important ele- 
ment in Great Britain should have come 
to the conclusion that the time baa ar- 
rived when the issues involved ought to 
be fairly faced. L, we may add, such is 
the case in the populous and wealthy 
Motherland, how can it be possible that 
any element in a comparatively small 
community like that of Canada should 
dream of applying principles which, if 
proved to be unsuited to the land iu 
which they were lirst promulgated, can- 
not successfully be applied to conditions as 
we have them here?

ROBBING THE U. S. MAILS. 

Arrest of a Wagon Driver Charged With 
Stealing a Letter Pouch. 

New York, Dec 30. — William H. 
Post, a mail wagon driver employed 
at the general post oflice, was arrested 
to-day on suspicion at the general 
post oflice of having robbed a mail 
pouch which arrived from abroad on the 
steamer City of Paris on Decem- 
ber 2.

VALUES OF STEAM SCHOONERS. 

Evidence of a Technical Nature as to the 
Cost of the Auxiliary Machinery. 

Values of vessela and technical evi- 
dence as to the machinery in the steam 
schoonerB for which claims are made, 
occupied much of yesterday's sitting on 
the Behring sea claims commission. 
William Sleightholme put the value of 
the Thornton previous to her being fitted 
with machinery at $5,000; and with 
machiney at $7,000. A copy of the re- 
port of A. W. Lavendar, assistant treas- 
ury agent at Ounalaska, was put in by 
Sir Charles II. Tapper to show that Mr. 
Lavendar considered tho Thornton when 
new worth $7,000. John W. Griffiths, of 
the Albion Iron Works, stated that the 
engines of the Thornton would cost 
$3,000 to $1,000 to put in, and Captain 
John Irving stated that a similar vessel 
to the Thornton would have cost $8,000 
to $10,000 with machinery, or $0,000 
without. 

The cases of tho Anna Beck, Grace, 
Dolphin and Sayward were then taken 
Up. II. J. Cook valued the Anna Beck 
at between $5,000 and $0,000; Walter 
Walker valued tho same vessel at about 
$8,000; the Grace at $12,000 in 18S7; 
the Dolphin, with machinery, at $13,- 
000 or $14,000; and the Sayward at 
$7,000. 

Some long technical evidence was 
given by the boiler inspector, Mr. J. A. 
Thomson, who estimated the Thornton's 
machinery in 18Su as worth $2,- 
000 or $2,700, this being acquisced in 
by Chief Engineer Grant, of the Quadra. 
Inspector Thomson also valued the 
Beck's machinery at $2,000 to $2,700; 
the Grace's at $3, '200; and the Dolphin's 
at $3,-100 — Chief Engineer Grant putting 
the values a few hundred dollars higher. 

Some little amusement at the expenso 
of the United States side was caused by 
Captain Theodore Magnesen, who was 
called by the United States, saying in 
cross-examination by Hon. Mr. Peters 
that in 1S90 he had made bis best 
catches in Behring sea in September, 
and those who said September was not a 
good month for sealing did not know 
what they were talking about.

Chicago to Become the Headquarters of 
Celestial Revolutionists.

He is now collecting 
money and organizing his followers in 
England. Ho will sail for America 
within two or three weeks, where ho will 
confer with Wong Cing Foo, of Chicago, 
and other leaders of the Chinese reform 
party in this country.

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Manitoba School Question May Cause 
a Bitter Racial awl Re- 
ligious War. 



The Bishops Galled Upon to Act so 
as to Guide the 
People. 



Montreal, Dec. 30. — (Special)— What 
16 regarded by some as the moHt hitter 
racial and religious war which Canada 
has ever witnessed haa befrun. The 
mandement of five bishops of the diocese 
of Quebec issued last Sunday, was 'the 
Bignal for battle, and clearly indicates 
that the hierarchy do not mean 
to be deceived. While at first 
view this action of the hierarchy may 
appear to the ultra-Protestant as an en 
croachment on the rights of the citizen, 
it is claimed that .11 careful perusal of the 
cases which have led up to it will no 
doubt do much to dispel the illusion. 

La Minerve calls upon the hierarchy 
of the archdiocese of Montreal to con- 
demn the Liberal papers in the district 
which approve of the settlement of the 
Manitoba school question. " The lan- 
guage of these papers," it says, " is proof 
positive of the urgency existing for the 
bishops to act so as to guide." 

Mr. J. E. P. Pendergast, of St. Boni- 
face, who, it was announced with a great 
llourish of trumpets, would be present 
at the Laurier banquet and would hi 
favor of the school settlement, now states 
that lie is unable to be present. 

Toronto, Dec. SO.- — (Special) — A Mon 
treal special to the World says that the 
bishops of the entire province are about 
to issuse a mandement denouncing the 
Manitoba settlement and unmistakably 
warning any Catholic member of parlia- 
ment who does not protest against it. It 
adds: "This will bring about the 
voluntary retirement of several Catholic 
Liberal members from the Houbo of 
Commons and the acceptance by others 
of emolument so that ten or u dozen 
serious gaps will appear in the Liberal 
deputation from this province. Then," 
continues the dispatch, " Sir Adolphe 
Chapleau will leave Spencer wood to 
carry a vacant constituency and having 
taken his seat for Terrebonne, Mr. Chau 
vin resignma, will assume the leader- 
ship of the Francli-Coriservative party 

MASSACRES IN CUBA. 

Women and Men Laslied to Trees and 
Whipped by Spanish Soldiers- 
Other Outrages. 

New York, Dec. 30. — A dispatch to 
the World from Key West says : A re- 
cent massacre by Gen. Melquioz's troops 
in Western Cuba is described in a recent 
letter received trom an insurgent leader. 
In'a little hamlet forty miles north of 
Pinar del Rio dwell about seventy-five 
people, most of them old, and all non- 
combatants. They lived from hand to 
mouth, having a few cattle and some 
small cane fields and truck farms. 
Spanish guerillas, commanded by Pier- 
ronto, visited the place a fortnight ago. 
. AH the people were assembled and 
searched for valuables, the women and 
girls being subjected to indignities. Not 
rinding as much as they wanted, the 
guerillas shot two young men, pretend- 
ing that they were Spanish deserters. 
Six others were tied to trees and horri- 
bly whipped. 

Two young women were tied to trees, 
their backs were bared and the lash ap- 
plied because they resisted the soldiers' 
advances. Their screaniB so aroused the 
anger of the other women that they 
made a combined attack on the guerillas 
with clubs. The guerillas easily beat 
them ofl" and fired indiscriminately 
among them, killing 15 or 20 men and 
women and two young children. The 
others escaped, although tiie Spanish 
murderers tired on them as long as thev 
were in sight. 

The guerillas then fired the houses, 
throwing the dead bodies in tiie build- 
ings, drove off the cattle, destroyed the 
crops and trampled their horses over the 
potato patches, so nothing in the way of 
food could be had. These poor people 
left without food or shelter took up their 
abode in the foothills, building them- 
selves huts of branches and grass. Some 
have died of exposure, and not more 
than thirty of the seventy-five now sur- 
vive. 

The letter told of other outrages, and 
stated that for miles and miles where 
formerly were happy homes and flourish- 
ing fields, not a house nor a living being 
is to be seen. 



Arrangements are being made by the 
Imperial Institute, London, for the de- 
livery during the ensuing winter season 
of courses of public, free, popular lec- 
tures on the Colonies, adapted more 
particularly to the working classes. 
These lectures are distinct from the or- 
dinary series provided for Fellows and 
their friends, and will bo descriptive of 
the colonies, and especially of those to 
which emigration seems desirable. They 
will be delivered by lecturers who have 
intimate personal knowledge of particu- 
lar colonies, and will afford information 
as to the climate, conditions of life, cost 
of living, rates of wages, natural re- 
sources and requirements of each col- 
ony, indicating where openings exist for 
extended colonization and immigration. 
These lectures will, it is hoped, also serve 
to make the general public acquainted 
with the prominent features of the chief 
colonies of the British Empire. The 
agents-general for the principal colonies 
are giving active assistance in the ar- 
rangements for these lectures, and the 
first course will comprise four illustrated 
lectures on the Dominion of Canada. 
" Canada, and Its Agricultural Import- 
ance to the Empire," iH treated of by 
Mr. Ernest J. Wood, Canadian govern- 
ment agent for the Midland counties, 
late member of the Manitoba legislature ; 
" The Province of Ontario," a sketch ot 
its history, agriculture and varied re- 
sources, will he givon by Mr. Peter 
Byrne, Ontario government agent for tl.o 
United Kingdom ; " Farming and Panell- 
ing in the Great Northwest " is the topic 
of an address by Sydney G. P. Coryn, of 
the Canadian Pacific railway; "British 
Columbia, Its Natural Resources, Pro- 
gress and Enterprises," will be discus ied 
by Mr. Edward Odhiin, M.A., B.Sc. 



'i'HE UNITED STATES AND SPAIN. 

An Official Denial That the Kingdom Desires 
United States Intervention 
in Cuba. 

London", Dec. 30. — The annaancemeQ't 
made by the Washington PoBt that Secre- 
tary Olney and Senor D apery de Lome, 
the Spvinish minister at Washington, 
have practically terminated the negotia- 
tions on the Cuban question, to be sub- 
mitted to congress when it reassembles 
on January 5, is creating much interest 
here. From interviews with the Spanish 
consul general and representatives of 
leading Cuban firms in London, the 
Associated Press learns that the news is 
generally satisfactory, and not unex- 
pected. The consul general of Spain in 
this city said : 

" The statements made by the Wash 
ingtou Post aro most important, and if 
true cannot but improve the commerce 
between Cuba and the -United States.'" 

The principal of one of the most im 
portant firms in Cuba, a merchant ii 
London, when his attention was called 
to the announcement of the Post, de- 
plored the fact that Spain bad not made 
such suggestions six weeks earlier, so as 
to have saved the tobacco crop of 1897 

The Daily News' Paris correspondent 
eavs it iB quite clear that Spain is nego- 
tiating with Mr. Olney, but the Castil- 
ian pride compels the goyernment to 
negotiate in an underhand way. They 
cannot help trying to arrive at a private 
understanding with the United States 
for the proceeds of the recent loan are 
nearly exhausted, and Cap. Gen. Wey- 
ler's apparent inaction haa checked the 
buoyancy which followed Maceo's death 

Washington, Dec. 30.— From official 
sources a denial is made of the report 
that the Spanish premier, Canovas, has 
sent to Secretary Olney a communica- 
tion accepting the mediation of the Uni- 
ted States in carrying out the autonomy 
for Cuba. It is said that no such letter 
has been Bent, nor lias any tiling of such 
a nature passed through the hands of 
the Spanish officials here. Negotiations 
toward home rule have proceeded for 
some months, and the last phase of these 
negotiations indicated an enlargement 
of the homo rule lawB adopted 
by the Spanish Cortes last year, 
but not put in execution. These 
arrangements embrace the election 
of t he entire Cuban congress instead of a 
mixed congress of fifteen elected mem- 
bers and fifteen appointed by the Queen 
Regent, and also a complete control by 
Cuba of her tariff question. The latest 
statement regarding Spain's intention 
with respect to the pacification of Cuba 
therefore deals with the past phases of 
the rebellion, Spain having decided on a 
considerably more liberal scheme of re- 
forms than the old, to which the latest 
publication on the subject has reference. 
As yet, however, the negotiations with 
respect to the enlarged reforms are ten- 
tative. A draft of them has not been re- 
ceived as yet at Washington, and the in- 
formation on them is of a general nature. 



THE DUKE'S ZEAL. 

The Head of the Orleanists Places the Zeal 
of His House at the Nation's 
Disposal. 

Paris, Dec. 30.— The Duke of Orleans 
has written a letter stating that, know- 
ing the French republic is engaged in 
diplomatic negotiations of a delicate na- 
ture, he does not wish to excite internal 
difficulties, but places the zeal of his 
family connections at the service of the 
French interests abroad. The letter was 
written to decline an offer of candida- 
ture for a seat in the chamber of depu- 
ties from Brest. 



CAULK NEWS. 



During lust night and this morning 
the bog-Blide in Ireland continued un- 
changed. A copious rainfall helped the 
movement of the mass of bog a mile and 
a half wide, which roared like the ocean 
and carried away bridges and roads, de- 
stroying houses and farms, sweeping 
through FleBk valley and emptying peat, 
carcasses of ccwb, sheep and donkeys 
and debriB of houses into the lakes of 
Killarney. Lord Kenmore caused a cor- 
don of guards to be drawn around the 
slide in order to prevent further loss of 
life. 

Sir Alexander Milne, admiral of the 
fleet, once in command of the North 
American station, is dead. While in 
command of the North Pacific station he 
received the Prince of Wales at Halifax 
upon the occasion of the latter's visit to 
America. Sir Alexander was the first 
admiral on the North American station 
who officially visited any ports of the 
United States after the war in 1812, when 
he arrived in New York in 1S63, at the 
time of the civil war. 

:V Times dispatch from Calcutta says 
the long lost birthplace of Buddha has 
been discovered in Nepal-Terai. 

There has been more fighting in 
Beuhuanaland, and the rebei position 
has been taken. The principal Stadt is 
in flames. The natives lost heavily, but 
are still fighting in the hills. No casu- 
alties have occured among the whites. 

The bodies of three whites, murdered 
in recent disturbances, have been re- 
covered. 

The Standard publishes a dispatch 
from Rome Baying it is not likely that 
His Holiness the Pope will be able to 
hold New Year receptions on successive 
days m accordance with his custom. 
Arrangements aro being made to have 
the reception as brief as possible. 

A Paris dispatch says: " M. Clemen- 
ceau, the distinguished statesman, is 
seriously ill. 

Bertram Currie, the English delegate 
to the Brussels monetary conference in 
1S!»2. is dead. 

A Bpecial from Paris reports that an 
American named Jurgen, who was form- 
erly manager of the Eden museum in 
New York and who was well known in 
Paris theatrical circles, has committed 
suicide at bis residence in the Champs 
Elysee. He attached a tube to the gas 
jet, put the other end in his mouth, and 
was thus asphyxiated. Ii is stated that 
the suicide was due to financial trouble. 

In fipite of tho misunderstanding over 
the alleged outrages committed by Bra- 
zilians upon Italian immigrants, Ital- 
ians still continue to take ship for the 
South American Republic. In the pre- 
sent month it is estimated that 22,'JOO 
Italians will leave Genoa for South Am- 
erica, to distribute themselves among 
Buenos Ayres, Argentina and Brazil, 
15,000 of them going to the last-mimed 
country.

Tho friezoconsists of tho 
morning glories tangled in loops and 
ends of pink ribbon. \ 

For drawing rooms is manufactured 
a beautiful wall covering which has a 
real satin surface. In making it, felt pa- 
per is covered with tho satin in soft 
colors, and tho whole is pressed into 
embossed designs of tho Louis XIV pe- 
riod. Tho parts which aro most in ro-

lief arc touched with gold and silver, 
or tho entire surface loft of ono color. 
Tho latter is preferable when many pic- 
tures aro to bo hung against it. This 
paper is not only very decorative, but is 
sanitary us well, for tho felt backing 
prevents dampness from penetrating. 

Another paper which will undoubted- 
ly bo very popular has a rich velvet sur- 
face, which shows up admirably any- 
thing which is placed against it. All 
tho brightness which this latter re- 
quires is tho lino of gold picturo rod 
which runs around the room near tho 
ceiling. This paper ,pomes in delicate 
gray, azure or rose for dark drawing 
rooms, and in handsome shades of ruby 
or green for iho sunny ones. 

Tho Standard Designer, authority for 
these styles in wall paper, adds that pa- 
per in moorish patterns is in high fa- 
vor for .smoking rooms or bachelor 
chambers, with old armor hung against 
it, and illustrates a fancy in this style. 



Travelers' I-np Desks. 

Travelers' lap desks, which have 
proved a popular success, aro described 
iu Vogue as follows: They arc made of 
a lap board less than two feet long and 
are covered with denim in ono of tho 
many pretty new shades. Across either 
end is a valance of tho denim, and tho 
whole is outlined with a white cotton 
galloon. Pockets are made in tho valance 
to hold paper and envelopes, both for 
notes and letters. On tho surface of tho 
board in the upper right hand corner is 
a small bag firmly pasted to this foun- 
dation which contains a white kid ink- 
stand with a nonleakablo top. Loops of 
the denim, neatly feather stitched in 
white and secured to tho board, are fur- 
nished with a mother of pearl pen, a 
white lead pencil, a rubber, a stick of

n small cnvelopo made of tho denim to 
hold postage stamps so that they may bo 
found when wanted. This desk is most 
conveniently carried, being possible to 
lay anywhere in one's trunk and readily 
adapts itself to smaller quarters when 
one's destination is reached.

The question of how fur tho personal 
^peculiarities 'of an actor may work for or

versy. There are thoso who insist that tho 
uctor's personality must always bo subor- 
dinated ro tliu role, that the ideality of a 
dramatic character is a definite, fixed, un- 
changeable quantity and that an actor 
must be estimated by his coherence to that 
measure. On tho other band, it is claimed 
that it Is tho privilege — nay, tho duty — of 
the actor to exhibit himself, his theories, 
his methods, his interpretations, in every 
impersonation that ho undertakes. And 
right there rages tho controversy over what 
wo talk of as stage mannerisms. 

In tho present day no actor bus been 
mere discussed in this respect than Henry 
Irving. Sonio people have it that, although 
a great stago manager, he is a compound of 
mannerisms and totally devoid of dramat ic 
talent, and his stago walk, his gestures, 
his faulty oloeution and pronunciation, 
his facial expressions, aro frankly and 
freely condemned. Without attempting 
to settle tliis much disputed question ex 
cathedra, it may bo pointed out that in the 
case of Irving, as with many other great 
actors, these peculiarities that Wo call 
mannerisms aro natural belongings of the 
man and aro n part and parcel of his indi- 
vidual personality. 

Peculiarities of voice, gait, gestures or 
action pertain to ovory man, woman and 
child in t he world. They are perhaps more 
noticeable among actors and actresses than 
any other e"lass of people, but after all 
they are peculiarities born with tho Indl-

vidua] winch servo to mark him distinctly 
from his fellows. .Such a personal and 
physical matter is acting that mannerism 
is inevitable to it, from tho very fact that 
tho actor is so absorbed in tho character 
which he is called upon for the time being 
to sustain that ho invests it with all his 
own peculiarity of facial expression and 
conduct of the body and limbs, and in tins 
respect the performances of tho greatest 
actors which tho stage has over known 
have been marked by confirmed manner- 
isms. 

Charles Kean was a rlpo scholar, a pro- 
found student and a thoughtful and an 
impressive actor, whoso characterizations 
were always graceful and finished and 
often forcible. Yet he had an unfortunate 
defect of voico that gave him what was 
called a "mannerism" and that unques- 
tionably interfered with the smooth uoss 
and general agreeablenessof bis imperson- 
ations. It is said that his tongue was too 
large for hi* mouth, and this not only 
caused him to speak thick and indistinct- 
ly at times, but ho had likewise an unfor- 
tunate impediment in his speech, which 
made it almost impossible for him to man- 
age Ins "m's" and his"n's." The actors 
who used to iinltato him, like Chanfrau 
and William R. Goodall, made great capi- 
tal out of a speech of Shylock'sln tho trial 
scene in "The Merchant of Venice:" 
Day, take by life and all. pardod dot that. 
"You t:\ku by house when you do take the prod 
That clolh sustain" by house; you take by life 
When you do take the beats whereby I live. 

And another in tho first act of "A Win- 
ter's Tale," still more pronounced: 

I ; whispering dothtdg! 
Is leadidg check to cheek! is hcetidg doses? 
Of laughtor with a sigh; kuruidg foot od foot? 
Sjliulkidf! ill cordors! wishidg clocks more 
swift?

pronounced was this peculiarity of 
Kean that London Pancll bad it: "We 
don't like tho acting of Mr. Kean, but we 
must acknowledge his antiquarian re- 
searches into tlie private habits of Shakes- 
peare's .lew. In speaking of tho means of 
Khyloek's subsistence, by his peculiar pro- 
nunciation of tlie word 'means' he proves 
the .lew to have been a loverof vegetables, 
:is thus: ' You take my house when you do 
take the prop that doth sustain my bouse; 
you take my life when you do take the 
beans whereby I live. 

llefore Charles Kean, his father Edmund, 
notwithstanding the brilliancy and genius 
of bis acting, was none tlie less noted for 
bis mannerisms. His familiarity of spceeli 
ami abruptness of gesture were in their ef- 
fects often more ludicrous. Hazlitt writes 
that on ono occasion "tho motion was per- 
formed and tlie words uttered in the 
smallest possildo time In which a puppet 
could bo made to mimic or gabble tho 
part," and if this bo not mannerism what 
in the world is? 

The elder Booth in his younger days 
must have bud a remarkably musical 
voire, but Infer on tho voice became heavy 
und harsh. Some idea of his voice may bo 
hud from a remembrance of some of the 
tones of bis son Edwin, though the voice 
.of Edwin for musiculity, sonorousness, 
delicate shading and beauty of expression 
could not be compared to that of his father 
in his best days. The elder Booth's pro- 
nunciation was invariably elegant, precise 
and faultless, ami his eye emphasized his 
> every tone. If ho possessed any manner' 
ism, it was that of scarcely ever playing 
the eanio part alike on two successive 



nights, and an excellent, authority tolls 
that while acting in tho theaters of Vl. 
ginia, where he made his first engagement 
with American managers, ho used to act 
Richard one night in bis own stylo art (1 
tho next in that of Kean. and each per- 
formance was marked with Individual 
traits of extraordinary genius. 

Gustavus V. Brooke \rus an actor of rare 
merit, but, like "Mr. Orator Puff, had two 
tones to bis voice," and this made his read- 
ings, to say tho least, partake of the nature 
of eccontrieity, for one-half of a line would' 
lie given in a species of falsetto and tho 
concluding half in a sort of subbase. This 
was attributed to Bomo affection of his 
bronchial tubes which in its earlier stages 
had been neglocted and allowed to become 
chronic. 

Charles Fechtor had two distinct and in- 
dividual voices. Ono was his natural 
voico, that ho used for tho street and draw- 
ing room; tho other was for tlia stage ex- 
clusively. When in a parlor or on tho 
street, or in ordinary conversation with a 
friend, ho spoke his mother tongue, the 
English language, as perfectly and us pure- 
ly as any one. Ho was by birth a Briton, 
having been horn In, Hallway courtyard, 
Oxford street, London, his father being a 
German and his mother an English, wom- 
an, and his earliest education was obtained 
in London. It was only when on the stage 
that ho spoke, with wdiat might be termed 
ft dialect. Being asked one day why be 
did this, ho replied that, It not only drew 
greater attention to him personally, but bo 
considered that it added to the effectiveness 
of his performances and threw an air of 
romance about thom which they would not 
otherwise possess. Eeohter's "manner- 
isms" consisted of a tendency toward ex- 
travagant gesticulation. His hands were 
never still for a moment; there was never 
any reposo for them, but it must be ad- 
mitted that they were used most effective- 
ly and most expressively. Besides this, 
there was a certain swagger in bis carriage 
Which gave him at times t he air of a swash 
buckler, and this was most apparent in 
such performances as Buy Bias, LogadlorO' 
and Don Ctesar de Bar.aii. 

Even David Garriek, consummate actor 
though he was, had his mannerisms that 
were very conspicuous, and that were di- 
lated upon by i.ls enemies. to depreciate bis 
worth. Maeklin, tho great Shyloek of the- 
English stage, who was immortalized by 
Alexander Hope as "tho Jew that Shakes- 
peare drew," had little regard for Gar- 
rick, and thus wrote of him: 

"His art in acting consisted in inces- 
santly pawing and hauling about tho 
characters with whom ho was concerned 
in tho scene, and when ho did not paw or 
haul the characters about ho stalked.be- 
tween them and tho audience, squeezed his 
hat, hung forward and stood almost on 
ono foot, with no part of the other to tho 
ground but the too of it. His whole ac- 
tion when he made love, in tragedy or in 
comedy, when ho was familiar with his 
friend, when he was in anger, sorrow, rage, 
consisted in squeezing bis hat, thumping 
his breast, strutting up and down tho 
stago and pawing tlie characters that ho 
acted with. " 

That will, bowovor, hardly pass as a 
fair and unprejudiced judgment of one of 
tho greatest actors that tho English stage 
lias known. 

William Charles Maeready had a singu- 
lar voice, which was made the moroso by 
a peculiarity of expression which was mom 
markedly singular than that of any other 
actor on the stage, and yot fow — If, indeed, 
any — of his great contemporaries could read 
the speeches of Shakespeare with better 
offect, and certainly none with greater in- 
telligence. In his youth the future great 
tragedian had a voice of great clearness, 
compass aud beauty and was unaffected 
in his stylo of speech. His doclamation at 
school was marked by poetic fervor and 
exquisite taste, while his voice showed 
good training and perfect obedience to 
command. Finally his voice lost its clear 
ring and other attractive qualities of tone 
and became harsh and even at times re- 
pulsive. This, in addition to the strongly 
marked peculiarity of his speech, became 
as much tho nature of tho actor as If it 
had been born with him. Besides that he 
was stilted in his gait and angular in his 
attitudes. Nevertheless ho could act, and 
it has been said of him that ho was "Eng- 
land's most artistic and intellectual trage- 
dian," and that ho ''finally became tho 
embodiment of what was ultimately 
termed the highest development of genius. " 
At the same time one who knew him 
well has written of him, "Ho was unques- 
tionably a man of genius, and as unques- 
tionably be inoculated his profession with 
a style of elocution which sets poetry, mu- 
sic and nature alike at defiance." U is 
certainly not easy to reconcile these opin- 
ions so diverse. 

That excellent comedian, John Baldwin 
Buckstone, who was long manager of tho 
Haymarkot theater, London, and who was 
heard in tho United States a generation or 
more ago, had many mannerisms. One 
most noticeable was that while a comedian 
bo adopted the peculiarities of a tragedian. 
All his abrupt transitions, ehuokles and 
alternations from briskness to gravity, by 
which tlie audience was kept in a tempest 
of merriment, wero among tho strangest 
vocal effects imaginable, and yet they 
were adroitly managed burlesque imita- 
tions of Kean, Maeready and Kemble. It 
was said of him after his death: "He had 
little variety in style, and, in truth, was 
the same in almost everything. He had 
an extraordinary quaint ness of delivery, 
compounded of drawl and sudden volubil- 
ity, commencing his sentences at a low 
walk, so to speak, and bringing thom up 
at a bard gallop that was extremely funny. 
The house was in a titter at, tlie mere 
sight, and three words of the well known 
voice were enough to set tho audience in a 
roar, lie was nothing If not himself, and 
therefore was better init of the legitimate 
or Shakespearean drama than in it." 

William A. Conway, one of the best 
English actors in tlie early part of the pros 
cut century, was so very tall of stature 
that such critics na Hazlitt and others fre- 
quently scored bis performances on the 
ground that they wero marred by his ex- 
cessive height. Our own .lames Wallack, 
the younger, never knew what to do with 
his hands. They appeared to be perpetu- 
ally in Ids way. They were shapely hands, 
but very long, and it seemed as if they 
were joined loosely to the wrists. Be that 
as It may, they gave him a deal of trouble 
and in many instances became an eyesore 
to tho spectators. That excellent acqu- 
aint callable manager of tlie last genera- 
tion, William .1. Fleming, had a defect 
which caused him to halt a trifle in his 
gait, yet it was scarcely perceptible. The 
Englislr actor, Sam F'oote, was lame to a 
most marked degree Both these defects 
of nature wero not infrequently set down 
to mannerisms. William Florence had *a 
lisp which there was no possible disguis- 
ing. Edward L. Davenport had a very me- 
lodious voice, with a capacity for sound- 
ing all the depths and shoals of passion, 
but there was just a touch of that nasal 
twang which is the heritage of nearly all 
New Englandors, and which was much 
more general from L'5 to 50 years ago than

The Second Move in the Improve 
meat Plan— The "Hope" Is 
Stranded. 



The second move in tho wel) consid- 
ered plan for increasing the efficiency of 
Her Majesty's North Pacific squadron, 
as outlined in the Colonist several weeks 
ago, is the commissioning of the well re- 
membered Amphion to replace the 
Satellite in Admirnl Pallisser's fleet. 
The returning favorite is no longer in 
command of Captain PL Grey Hulton, 
but his successor is by no means a 
stranger to the station, being no 
Other than Captain Frank Finnes, 
who was last here in H. M. 
S. Royal Arthur. Hia officers 
also include a number of old 
friends— Lieutenants Leake, Browell, 
Etawke, Wintour, Hamilton and Jones; 
Sub-Lieutenant Crawford; Paymaster 
Braddon; Assistant Paymaster Lyas, 
and Dr. Scereeker, the latter of whom 
was nlso on the Royal Arthur recently. 
The ship herself is" especially well re- 
membered, for the joviality of her for- 
mer commander anil company, her light 
desertion list and the exceptional neat- 
ness of her every appointment; as 
well as' for her adventure in the 
fog while proceeding to Vancouver with 
Lord Stanley, the governor-general of 
Canada, and the members of the vice- 
regal party. There is a souvenir of this 
adventure in the provincial museum to- 
day—a piece of bent and twisted bilge- 
keel, compressed in folds like those of a 
great concertina — while the story of how 
the injured warship, having received 
what seemed a mortal blow, turned and 
ran for Esquimalt dock, and made it 
Bafoly, is a tale that is told wherever the 
pluck and nerve of the typical Briton 
afloat is known and admired. The task 
of repairing the Amphion after this 
memorable accident was tho largest un- 
dertaking of the kind ever attempted on 
the Coast, and in testimony to the good 
work of the Albion Iron Works people 
she is to-day one of the best ships of her 
class in the navy. As showing how 
much superior she is in every way to 
the vessel she replaces, the following 
summarized comparison is interesting:

The new comer ia^to complete her com- 
missioning at Portsmouth next Thurs- 
days and sail before the end of the month 
for Esquimalt.

The Pheasant sails on Satur- 
day for Acapulco, intending to be 
absent for three months or mqro in 
southern waters; the flagship leaves the 
same day on a cruise to Cotuox and 
other points on the East coast ; and the 
Icarus is taking on stores preparatory 
for a move to sea, with what objective 
point no one as yet seems acquainted. 

TO SEARCH FOR 1!USIN'K8S. 

The Puget Sound Tugboat Company is 
having installed on the tug Tyee an 
electric light plant with sufficient capac- 
ity for 50 lights on tho basis of lG-candle 
power each. The company is also hav- 
ing built a special searchlight of 3,000 
candle power. Tho machine is of the 
design and make of the Northwest Fix- 
ture Company, and is so mounted that 
when placed in position it will cover 
about two-thirds of tho compass, thus 
casting its ray almost around the tug, with 
the exception of the Btern quarter, which 
is estimated taking in about a third of 
the circle. This machine ia capable of 
throwing its rays forward, port or star- 
board, a distance of three miles, that 
objects may be distinguished and tho 
rig of vessels, whether bark, ship or 
schooner, can be plainly discerned at a 
distance of one and a half miles. If the 
search light on this tug works satisfac- 
torily it is believed that all the tugs of 
the company will be provided with 
similar lights. 

Tin: " hope " ashore. 

The tug Hope, while towing a barge 
on which was the lumber for the new 
bridge at Sooko, went ashore yes- 
terday about one o'clock on a sandbar at 
the mouth of Sooke river. She will no 
doubt float off safely with this morning's 
tide, which will bo the highest of the 
year. It was when the tide was at the 
half ebb that the steamer and her tow- 
grounded, and no misapprehension for 
the safety of either is expressed in con- 
sequence,

ARMENIAN IMMIGRANTS. 

Government Think it is Not In Their Inter- 
est to Bring Them to Canada. 

Ottawa, Dec. 30. — Rev. R. Chambers, 
of Woodstock, Ont., a Presbyterian mis- 
sionary to Turkey has coin hi unicated a 
suggestion to the department of the in- 
terior that the government might assist 
in the transportation of a number of 
Armenians to the Northwest or if they 
could not do that to give a block of land 
to a company who would do so. A reply 
was made to Mr. Chambers that it was 
impracticable to do this. A dispatch 
was recently received by the Govern- 
ment from the Colonial Secretary, Rt.- 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, asking what 
has been done in the matter, and if Mr. 
Chamber's suggestion had been acted 
upon. In reply to this, the Laurier 
government have passed an order in 
council and forwarded it to Mr. Cham- 
berlain, sotting forth that, as there was 
no appropriation for assisting emigrants 
to Canada and Turkey, it might 
not be in the interests of the 
Armenians themselves to bring them to 
Canada. At the same time it was 
pointed out that private companies and 
individuals under the existing law could 
take up land and homesteads in the 
Northwest. Copies of the land act and 
other information were attached to the 
order-in-council and sent to Mr. Cham- 
berlain.
